Editorial By KIBE 
When in the course of ham events, it 
becomes necessary for a club to change, 
rumors abound about what's going on. To 
help set all minds to rest, here are my 
thoughts on the club's plans and goals. 


The major goal of the HCRA is to promote 
and support amateur radio. The HCKA is an 
affiliate of the ARRL, and suports its' 
policies. Amateur radio is a “hurtin' 
cowboy’. As a group, we are aging because 
we are not attracting new people into the 
hobby. The no-code question has been 
decided and we must begin moving on. 


How can we support, improve, promote, and 
expand ham radio? This is what the Board 
of Directors has been trying to answer. 
The licensing classes, volunteer exam 
sessions, repeater atfiliations, VHF/DX 
contests, special event station, Field Day 
sites, club meeting programs, and ZERO BEAT 
represent their answers. All members will 
never be totally pleased with every 
decision the B/D makes. I do ask that you 
support their efforts. Sunshine members 
abound, showing up when the work is done to 
share in the credit, belly-aching about 
molehills in club policy, but seldom doing 
constructive things. 


The HCRA has very limited resources. Every 
dollar taken in is spent on the club. The 
same people donate time, money, effort and 
skills. We need to expand this base of 
support if amateur radio is to reach any of 
its' potential! How? ARRL membership for 
one. Too many allow too few to carry the 
costs of lobbying the FCC, paying for WARC 
costs, etc, etc. This club should be 99Z 
League members! 


“Why is the club spending money to support 
repeaters, we just want to go to club 
meetings and see our friends?”, “Why are we 
supporting a Packet repeater that only six 
people use?", “The club is too VHF, [I'm not 
renewing my membership”. These are 
questions I'm heard lately. So, what's the 
answer? 

First, the club spends $1.00 per year per 
repeater. That's one dollar. We are 
liable for no other costs! As donations 
and repeater memberships come in, that 
money can be spent to improve the machines. 
Regular dues can not be spent on the 
repeaters, so ignore the rumors. 
(Somewhere else in this issue, you should 
see a printout of where your $9.00 was 
spent.) 
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How can ham radio advance except by 
supporting new technology? If you won't 
buy a new radio until everyone else has, 
the catch-22 will kill off all new radios. 
I strongly support the packet, amateur 
television, and 450mhz repeaters, and the 
new modes/technology they represent. The 
Opportunity to try the newest of the new 
must be provided Did you know the HCRA is 
an AMSAT member? 


Operating new technology is not why we have 
club-affiliated repeaters. The goal is to 
provide state-of-the-art, reliable, solid 
communications in any emergency. The 
ARES/RACES needs our support. As time, 
money, and resources become available, 
you'll be able to talk to all of 
Massachusetts, New York, and Connecticut on 
your handi-talkie. Linking is being built 
today to provide wide-area coverage, and on 
different bands. Someday you'll be 
checking into an HCRA net held on 2, 6 and 
450mhz simultaneously. ( An upcoming 
meeting will be covering this “science 
fiction” in detail.) Re-read the March, 
1985 issue of ZERO BEAT that carefully 
outlined all otf this for you, or give me a 
landline. 


Licensing classes at Agawam High very 
successfully attracted new hams. (50+ 
novices alone!) New/more instructors are 
needed, and it's pulling teeth to attract 
them. ("I taught a class back in '55, I've 
done my bit!") Can we continue in the 
Fall? Only with your support. 


The Volunteer Exam program is a big 
success! Over 75 hams have had an 
Opportunity to upgrade locally, and this is 
only the first 6 months. We must use these 
talented people giving the exams in the 
best way possible, and continue the good 
work. 


This is a two year experiment in repeaters, 
structure, and style. In 1986, the club 
will decide what it wants, keeping the 
good, and discarding the rest. Do we have 
enough resources, talent, money, and time 
to accomplish everything? No! Are the 
people doing the work surprised at what's 
been accomplished so far? YES!! More 
support is needed. We need you. When your 
days of time are past, what will you have 
left behind of value?

REPORT by KALKPH : 

The KAIKPH 70cm repeater system is in its final resting place utop Provin 
Mountain, the home of channel 22 WWLP. There was some problems with 
intermod with other transmitters (as you may imagine) during the first 
week or two but most of these have been eliminated. Initially there were 
a small group of 440 people who were using the machine but this has 
grown to quite a large number of users in the last few weeks. Its nice to 
see the number of both new and old calls on the machine - thanks for the 
support! 


The machine is running about 44 watts output to a !Odb antenna. This 
yeilds over 400 watts ERP which covers south beyond Hartford, east into 
Palmer, north through Amherst, and west to Becket on the Mass Pike. | 
have found some ruff areas such as the lower part of Holyoke and north of 
Mount Tom where even 20 watts mobile have a hard time hitting the 
machine. Oh well, guess that’s part of 70cm! There is no real short term 
solution to the ruff spots - there is a very high gain preamp on the 
Machine but it has to be cut back in order to ensure the intermod not key 
up the repeater. A long term solution to better cover various areas is now 
being looked at; but it will be a ways off. 


Heathkit weather instruments have been ordered and the scheduled ship 
date is 17-May-85. Sometime in June | will have these up and running on 
the machine and you will be able to inquire to the wind speed, direction, 
and also outside temp. A future version of the RC-850 software (soon to 
be received [so they say]) will also have the ability to give you five 
second, five minute and 10 minute averages for direction and wind speed 
And if that is not good enough, it will also keep track of the max and min 
values for all those over any length time period (I'll make it one day). 


More things in the works are the ability to read back the output power and 
reflected power, the percent quieting and signal strength and how far off 
frequency your rig is (or so my receiver would think!). And the six and 10 
meter links are also still in the works - you can expect them sometime 
this summer. Can you guess what I'll be doing during my vacation?

The 24 MHz or 12 Meter band wil! be 
released to U.S. amateurs at 0001 UTC on 
June 22, 1985. The 10 MHz or 30 meter 
band becomes permanent at the same time. 

The ARRL Board policy of no contest 
credit or awards on the WARC bands will 
apply to Field Day, unless a decision is 
reached to the contrary at the Executive 
Committee meeting on May 18. Watch W1AW 
bulletins and the ARRL Letter for late- 
breaking news. 

Full power (1500 Watts P.E.P. output) 
will be permitted on the 24 MHz band, 
24.890 to 24.990 MHz. The subband 24.890 
to 24.930 MHz is limited to CW and RTTY 
only.

Purpose is to provide a 426.26 mhz test 
signal for experimental use. Video is 
being generated by a Timex 1000 computer 
supplied by  WAILIAO. John did a 
professional job by providing a regular 
keyboard and then fully shielding the unit 
in an aluminum case. This unit has been 
running continuously since it was 
installed. 


Hob, WINYP, is presently updating the video 
program to include calls of all ATVers in 
our area.

The video transmitter may be turned on and 
off by means of a touch-tone code over the 
KALJJM, 147.705/.105 2 meter repeater.
